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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS 


AUSTRALIA 

As  the  harvest  progresses,  tra4e  sources  report  that  yields  continue  variable, 
but  are  generally  better  than  was  expected  earlier  In  the  season. 

EUROPE 

Colder  weather  with  frost  in  some  sections  is  said  to  be  slowing  field  work. 
A  full  acreage  Is  reported  sown,  however,  in  western  and  northern  countries  where 
moisture  conditions  are  satisfactory.    On  the  other  hand,  sowings  are  behind  schedule, 
in  the  Balkans  as  the  result  of  drought,  and,  it  is  indicated  that  substantial  spring 
seedlngs  may  be  necessary  to  make  up  the  arrears. 

HUNGARY 

The  orriclal  Hungarian  crop  report  for  the  .3-week  period,  October  19-November  9, 
stated  that  plowing  and  sowing  were  hindered  by  drought  until  the  last  few  days  of 
the  period  when  sufficient  rain  occurred  to  make  field  operations  possible.  Sowing 
of  winter  grain  was  70  to  80  percent  concluded  in  the  Trans-Danubla  region  and  50 
to  60  percent  on  the  low  plain  and  in  the  higher  regions  of  the  country.    In  the 
Transylvanlan  districts,  however,  sowing  was  only  beginning.    Wheat  and  rye  sown  in 
September  and  early  October  were  damaged  somewhat  by  the  dry  weather.  Satisfactory 
sowing  of  rape  and  winter  barley  v/as  possible  only  in  a  few  parts  of  Trans-Danubla. 
tXirther  development  of  winter  crops  and  the  completion  of  plov/lng  and  sowing  require 
abundant  ram  and  warm  weather. 

ESTONIA 

New  delivery  quotas  were  imposed  on  Estonian  farmers  for  the  1943-44  season 
in  order  to  assure  the  needs  of  the  civilian  population  and  the  armed  forces.  A 
statement  of  the  quantities  of  farm  products  that  are  to  be  delivered  has  not  been 
received,  but  among  the  factors  considered  in  determining  individual  farm  quotas  are: 
extent  of  cultivated  area,  quality  of  the  soil,  manure  supply,  weather  conditions, 
crop  prospects,  livestock  numbers,  seed  requirements,  available  production  equipment, 
efficiency  of  the  farmer,  and  number  of  people  in  the  farmer's  household.    An  assess-- 
ment  committee  decides  the  delivery  quotas  for  each  farm  and  for  each  parish.  The 
parish  elder  is  held  directly  responsible  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  quotas. 

SOVIET  m\Oii 

An  article  appearing  in  the  Moscow  i'ews  on  November  3  stated  that  in  spite  of 
smaller  supplies  of  spare  parts  for  tractors  and  other  farm  machinery  and  reduced 
numbers  of  horses  and  mules,  the  plowed  area  throughout  the  Soviet  Union  up  to 
October  2S  was  5,782,000  acres  larger  than  at  the  same  date  last  year.    Horses  were 
used  to  do  much  of  the  autumn  plowing  this  year,    cows  and  steers  were  used  also, 
especially  in  the  reconquered  areas,  from  which  virtually  all  horses  were  taken  by  the 
Nazis.

ARGFi^TINE  WHEAT  CROP  ESTIMATED  AT  NEAR-RECORD  LEVEL;  CARRY-OVER  LARGE 

The  1943-44  wheat  production  In  Argentina  Is  officially  forecast  at  around 
312  million  bushels,  according  to  information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Ag- 
ricultural Relations.     The  preliminary  estimate  was  Issued  almost  a  month  earlier 
than  the  usual  time  for  the  first  estimate,  and  the  Ministry  points  out  the  possi- 
bility that  rust  damage  might  reduce  present  prospects.    Unofficial  estimates  of  the 
crop  range  somewhat  lower.     The  current  estimate  compares  with  the  preceding  harvest 
of  235  million  bushels  and  would  be  a  near-record  outturn,  exceeded  only  by  the  crops 
of  19  28-  29  and  1338-39. 

In  general  the  weather  was  favorable  to  crop  development  during  October  and 
most  of  November.    Abundant  rains  were  received  and  the  moisture  situation  In  the 
Important  grain  areas  was  Improved  considerably,  especially  In  the  western  part  of 
Buenos  Aires  and  In  the  Panpas.    Crop  prospects  In  the  latter  areas  are  reported  as 
promising,  and  yields  are  expected  to  be  above  average.    On  the  basis  of  present  ex- 
pectations, yields  for  the  country  would  average  almost  13.5  bushels  per  acre,  which 
would  be  a  record  yield  on  the  sown  basis.

Harvesting  began  In  Santa  Fe  during  the  first  half  of  November,  and  yields  in 
excess  of  22  bushels  per  acre  v;ere  foreseen  in  the  southern  part  of  tht  Province.  In 
northern  Sante  Fe,  northeastern  Oordoba,  and  southeastern  Santiago,  on  the  contrary, 
prospects  are  said  to  be  only  fair,  as  the  result  of  heavy  grazing  in  areas  damaged 
by  the  September  frosts.     These  districts  are,  however,  comparatively  unimportant 
grain  areas.     In  the  San  Justo  area  of  Cor4oba  damage  is  also  reported  from  a  heavy 
attack  of  rust. 
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RECORD  CARRY-OVER    The  carry-over  of  Argentine  wheat  on  December,!,.  1943,  on  the 
ADDED  TO  LARGE  CROP  °^  official  Indlcatiohs,  is  eaipected  to  be  around  180 

million  bushels.    At  that  level,  stocks  would  be  about  10  per- 
cent larger  than  the  December  1,  1942,  figure  and  would  be  a  record  carry-over.  The 
estimate  Includes  considerable  quantities  of  wheat  earmarked  for  special  uses  such 
as  for  fuel  or  feed,  and  not  utilized  by  December  1,  as  well  as  wheat  contracted  for 
but  not  shipped  by  the  end  of  the  1943-43  crop  year.    These  Items  are  estimated  to 
total  around  68  million  bushels.    The  total  wheat  supply  for  the  194:5-44  season 
(December-November)  is  thus  forecast  at  about  498  million  bushel^,  or  almost  25  per- 
cent above  the  large  1943-43  supply.    With  normal  consumption  and  seed  requirements 
estimated  at  103  million  bushels,  a  balance  of  389  million  bushels  appears  in  prospect 
for  added  uses  within  the  country  and  for  export  or  carry-over.    Officials  say  that 
a  total  of  around  92  million  bushels  may  be  utilized  for  fuel  and  feed  during  1944.

WHEAT  STOCKS    The  Government,  by  the  terns  of  a  decree  dated  July  22, . authorized  the 
A<5  Pun    inversion  of  a  part  of  the  large  194^43  wheat  stocks  for  use  as  fuel. 
l5tD  Ab  »-UtL  Short  supply.    Large ,  quantities  of  corn  have  been  burned 

during  the  past  2  years,  but  with  the  heavy  disappearance  during  the  1942-43  season 
and  the  small  1943  crop,  adequate  stocks  of  corn  were  no  longer  available  Tor  fuel'. 
A  maximum  of  2  million  t-ons  (about  75  million  bushels)  of  wh-eat  were  authorized  for 
fuel  use  to  replace  corn  and  500,000  tons  (IB  million  bushels!  for  feed,  during  the 
last  half  of  1943.    (See  also  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  August  2,  1943.) 

Present  reports  indicate  that  somewhat  less  than  half  the  fuel  item  will  be 
used  by  December  1.    Despite  considerable  utilization  for  feeding,  especially  by  hog 
feeders,  the  total  amount  of  the  wheat  allotted  for  feed  Is  not  expected  to  be  fed 
before  the  first  of  March  or  April,  when  the  new  corn  crop  becomes  available. 


About  two-thirds  of  the  total  carry-over,  placed  at  180  million  bushels,  is 
estimated  to  be  of  the  1943^43  crop,  most  of  which  is  stored  in  the  north.  The 
1942-43  crop  in  the  southern  part  of  the  grain  zone  was  reported  to  be  extremely 
small,  and  stocks  of  this  wheat  in  the  aouth  are  said  to  be  barely  sufficient  for 
milling  requirements. 
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The  other  third  of  the  stocks,  representing  about  60  million  bushels  of 
1941-42  crop'  wheat,  Is  'also  stored  largely  In  the  north'.     A"  lalrge  part  of  this 
old  wheat  Is  reported  to  be  unfit  for"  human  consumption  and  will  be  disposed  of 
almost  entirely  for  fuel  and  feed.     About  10  to  15  million  bushels  of  old  wheat  Is 
reported  in'  the  ports  of  Necochea  and  Bahla  Blanca,  in  southern  Buenos  Aires.  Of 
that  amount  about  half  Is;  reported  to  oe  in  good  condition  and  of  excellent  quality. 
In  view  of  the  small  supplies  of  1942-4r3  wheat  there,  it  is  expected  that  much  of 
this  grain  will  be  milled  locally  or  exported,  mainly  to  Brazil, 

.|9H3-4»t  MINIMUM    The  price  of  the  1943-44  wheat  was  fixed  at  8  pesos  per  kilogram 
PRICE  INCREASED  cents. per  bushel).    This  contrasts  with  the  price    of  8.75  pesos 

.  .-.      (55  cents  per  bushel)  for -the  three  preceding  crops,  and  it  reflects 
increased  costs  as  well  as  a  stronger  world  market  situation  for  wheat.    At  the  higher 
pr^ce  level;  it  Is  generally  expected  that  wheat  seeding ,  In  , Argentina  next  year  will 
show  an  Increase, after  having  been  reduced  below  average. during  the  .past  2  seasons. 

LARGE  SUPPll-ES  . ADO    With  the  curtailment  of  normal  grain-export  outlets,  as  the  result 
to  STORAGE  PROBLEM    °^  shipping  difficulties,  the  storage  situation  has  been  an  acute 
■  problem.    Large  stocks  of  grain  have. b$en  stored  in  the  open  with 

inadequate  .protection.    Much  grain  has,  as  a  consequence,  deterlors^ted  ,frora  weather- 
IrtS 'and  insect  .damage ,  especially  in  the  northern  half  of  , the  wheat,  .zo.ne.  Shrinkage, 
caused  by  poor  storage,  during  1942-43  was  estimated  to  be  around  16  million  bush- 
els.   The  Government  has  under  consideration  construction -of  underground  storage 
space  to  the  amount  of  1  million  metric  tons  (37  million  bushels).    This,  however, 
would  not  be  sufficient  to  arifevlate  the  sltuaitl'on  ap'prfedlabiy ,  especially  with  such 
a  large  grain  supply  in  prospect. 

BAG    SHORTAGE    The  storage  situation  is  further  complicated  by- the.  bag  'shortage.  A 
MORE  CRITICAL    cohslderable  part  of  the  permanent  storage'  is  suitable  dniy  for  bagged 

grain.     Emergency  facilities  for  bulk  storage,  ho'v^ever,'  will  be  re- 
quired, due  to  the  record  grain  supplies  and  the  small  stock  of  bags,' many  of  which 
now  in  use  are  reported  "to  be  In  very  bad  condition.  •  Supplies  of  Jute  and  all  bags,, 
both  "Old  and  new,  were  requisitioned  'by  the  Government  In  late  August.    Bags'  are  to 
be  allocated  to  users,  and  it  Is  expected  that  the  available  supply  will  be  used  in 
transporting  grain  from  the  farm  to  the  place  of  storage,  and  vvill  probably  be  used 
many  times  over,  during  'the  season.    The  decree  states  that  no  bags  made  of  Jute  may 
be  used  for  domestically  milled  flour  50  days  after  the  date  of  the  decree,  August 
26.'  All  holders,  including  the  National' Grain  Board,  were  required  to  declare'  their 
full  stock  of  bags  within  15  days  of  the  decree. 

Milling  regulations  for  the  year  made  the  use  of  70  percent  of  1942-43  wheat 

mandatory,  v;lth  'a  maximum  use  of  30  percent  new-crop  wheat  allowed.    Millers  may  now 

buy  their  wheat  on  the  open  market  instead  of  having  to  buy  from  the  grain  board  as 
was  formerly  obligatory. 

Exports  "during  the  1942-43  j;ear  were  estimated  at  around '68  million  bushels. 
This  is  3d  to  25  percent  less  than  the  reduced  exports  of  the  2  preceding  years  and 
Is  less  than  50  percent  of  average.

PERUVIAN  RIGE  PRODUCTION:  INCREASED 


Latest  official  estlraates  place  the  1943  rice  crop  In  Peru  at  6,500,000  bushels, 
coiftpared  with  4,845,000  bushels- last  year,  and  with  an  annual  average  of  5, 084,000 
bushels  for  the  5-year  period  1937-1941.     This  large  crop  Is  the  result  pf  aii  Increased 
area  planted  to  rice  and  avalllbllity  of  sufficient  water-    Althouigii  no  estimates  have 
been  made  for  acreage  in  the  1943-44  season,  .  the  aitn  of  the  Peruvian  Government  ap- 
pears to  be  to'  increase  the  area  sown  to  food  crops,  in  general,  particularly  rice. 
If  nortnal  growing  conditions  prevail,  the  1944:  rice,  crop  nay  exceed  that  of  1943» 

Favorable,  growing  conditions  in,  .1943  resulted  in  a  yield  estimated  at  51 
bushels  per  acre.    Peruvian  rice  yields  fluctuate  from  one  year  to  another  because 
of  irregular  supply  of  water  and  frequent  occurrence  of  insects.    The  average  yield 
during  the  past  10  years  was  40  bushels  per  acre,  with  a  low  yield  of  29  bushels  in 
1933  and  a  high  of  50  bushels  an  acres  in  1940^     Sowing  taXes  place  from  October  to 
January,  and  the  crop  is  harvested  from  5  to  6  months  later. 

Rice  production  was  introduced  into  Peru  from  Spain  about  1538,  and  since  that 
time  acreage  planted  to  rice  has  increased  gradually.    Most  rice  is  grown  on  large 
plantations  In  the  coastal  river  valleys,  where  modern  implements,  such  as  plov;s  and 
tractors  are  used  to  prepare  the  soil.    Prlinitive  methods  are  used  for  planting  and 
threshing  on  :small  farms  and  for  harvesting  throughout  the  country.     Rice  Is  milled 
ty  modern  hulling,  polishing,  and  grading  machines.    Most  of  the  mills  are  located 
in  the  Departments  of  Lambayeque,  La  Llvertad,   and  Plura,  where  about. half  of  the 
crop  is  grown.

Peru- norraallj^  Is  a  r Ice-lmporting  country,  although  In  the  "  years,   1932  and 
193.3,  production  vvas  sufficient  to  permit  the  country  to  be  a  net  exporter.  Imports 
averaged  44  imtll Ion  pounds  annually  during  tlie  5  years  19-55- 1940..     In  1942  they 
amounted  to  14  million  pounds,  all  from  Ecuador,     in  the  same  year.,  as  a  result  of  the 
large  crop  harvested  the  previous  year,.  4  million  pounds  were  exported  to  Cuba  and 
the  same  amount  to  Bolivia.     As  soon  as  it  was  recognized  that  the  1942  crop  would  be 
small,  further  exports  were  prohliblted.- 

The  Government  has  endeavored  to:  increase  rice  production  for  several  years 
and  has  been  Interested  in  praventlng  crop  damage  due  to  uncertain  supplies  of  water. 
A  protective  tariff  on  imports,  increased  in  1929  -and  again  In  1936,  was  a  factor  that 
helped  to  Increase  acreage.  :  A  decree  was  passed  In  1941  requiring  that  a  tax  of  10 
cents  per  100  pou-nds  be  collected  from  growers  to  establish  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  production.    The  same  decree.  In.  order  to  prevent  wide  fluctuations  in 
the  supply  of  rice,  provided  for  the  purchase  of  all  rice  gro'wn  in  Peru  not  needed  for 
home  consumption.    This  decree  was  amended  on  April  ^"0,   1943,  to  include  the  purchase 
at  fixed  prices  of  the  entire  Peruvian  crop,  together  with  all  available  stocks  of 
milled  rice.     All;  distribution  of,  domestic  rice  also  was  -placed  under  Government 
control  In  1941. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  checks  carefully  on  the  quality  of  rice  delivered 
to  mills.    Prices  for  unhulled  rice  are  fixed  at  $.3.82  per  100  pounds  for  white 
rice  varieties  and  for  white;  rice  containing  up  to  8  percent  of  colored  rice;  and  at 
>n.95  for  colored  (rosados)  rice,  and  for  all  rice  containing  more  than  8  percent  of 
colored.    Discounts  on  a  sliding!  scale  are  provided  as  penalties  for  rice  containing 
Impurities  of  2  percent  and  over.    The  price  of  white  rice  .vlth  2  percent  of  im- 
purities is  reduced  to  $2.76,  and  with  10  percent  of  impurities  to  S2.54.     The  price 
for  colored  rice  with  2  percent  of  Impuritlea  Is  reduced  to  $1.91,  and  with  10  percent 
of  impurities  to  SI. 75  per  100  pounds.

ARGENTINE  VEGETABLE-OIL  PRODUCTION  IN  1942  LARGEST  ON  RECORD  . 

Argentine  vegetable-oilseed  crushings  continued  to  increase  in  1942  reaching 
nearly  2.5  million  pounds  compared  with  slightly  more  than  1.5  million  in  1941,  or 
an  increase       62  percent.    Sunflower  seed  represented  59,  flaxseed  16,  and  cotton- 
seed 12  percent  of  the  total.   -Peanut  and  olive  crushings  were  smaller  than  in 
the  previous  year.    Flaxseed,  tung,  and  grapeseed  showed  the  largest  percentage  in- 
creases, although  the  two: latter  were  small  in  volume.    Flaxseed  processing  reached 
an  all-time  high  of  397  million  pounds  (7  million  bushels),  with  an  outturn  of  121 
million  pounds  of  linseed  oil.  .  Exports  of  linseed  oil  amounted  to  74  million  pounds 
compared  with  34  million  in  1941.       •  .     -  .

BAHIA»S  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  AND  EXPORTS  CONTINUE  LOW 

As  a  result  of  restricted  outlets  In  Europe  and  heavy  demands  for  competitive 
crops,  such  as  castor  beans  and  manioc,,  the  State  of  Bah  la  this  year  again  has  a 
coiiiparatlvely  small  tobacco  crop.    The  1943-44  production  of  tobacco  in  that  State  is 
now  estimated  at  between  33  and  41inilllon  pou.ids,  or  approximately  equal  to  the  re- 
vised 1942-43  production.     In  1941-42,  production  amounted  to  about  25  million  pounds, 
less  than  ojie-half  the  average  production  of  SO  million  pounds  for  the  preceding  3 
years.    Production  of  tobacco  in  Bahia,  from  which  most  of  Brazil's  exports  originate, 
normally  amounts  to  about  one-thlr.d  of  Brazil's  total  crop. 

Exports  from  3ahla  totaled  '?8.7  million  pounds  during  the  first  9  months  of 
1943,  of  which  about  14.4  million  pounds  were  destined  for  Spain.    Total  e;cports  dur- 
ing 1941  and  1942  were  37.0  and  39.8  million  pounds,  respectively,  as  compared  with 
average  exports  of  60.9  million  pounds  during  the  3-year  period  1937-1939.

Continued  exports,  lower  than  anticipated  1942-43  production,  and  much  higher 
prices  to  growers  are  expected  to  result  in  increased  1943-44  tobacco  plantings  in 
the  Dominican  Republic,  according  to  a  report  received  In  the  office  of  Foreign  Ag- 
ricultural Relations.     Because  of  adverse  weather  conditions,  the  1942-43  tobacco 
production  was  consideraoly  lower  than  the  early-season  estimate  of  26.5  million 
pounds.    The  belief  now  is  that  not  more  than  20  million  pounds  were  harvested. 
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Including  about  14  million  pounds  for  export  and  6  million  pounds  for  domestic 
consumption.    Production  in  1941*42,  chiefly  because  of  low  prices  prevailing  in 
previous  years,  totaled  only  about  3.6  million  pounds,  whereas  during  the  preceding 
5  years  the  crop  averaged  19.1  million  pounds.

Exports  during  the  first  9  months  of  1943,  principally  to  Spain,  amounted  to 
about  5.1  million  pounds  and  resulted, In  the  movement  of  practically  all  of  the  old- 
crop  leaf  (orops  prior  to  1942-43)  and  a  portion  of  the  1942-43  crop.    Total  exports 
in  1942  amounted  to  about  7.9  million  pounds.    Exports  of  leaf  from  the  Republic 
during  the  pre-war  years  1935-1939  averaged  approximately  13.7  million  pounds,  chiefly 
to  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  France,  and  Belgium. 

Practically  all  the  remainder  of  the  1942-43  crop  available  for  export  has 
been  contracted  for  by  Spanish  trading  Interests,  and  competition  among  dealers  to 
fill  orders  on  hand  has  resulted  in  greatly  increased  prices  to  growers.    At  the 
close  of  the  1942-43  harvest  producers  were  receiving  from  5  to  6  cents  per  pound  for 
tobacco  delivered  at  the  warehouse,  compared  with  a  price  of  3  to  4  cents  paid  for 
the  1941-42  crop.    Continued  exports  and  higher  prices  have  encouraged  improvement  in 
the  quality  of  tobacco  and  better  methods  of  curing  and  handling.

1937-1941  totaled  ajou.  2.5  iaiilion  pounds  from  6  ,  374  acres.    The  tobacco  is  prin- 
cipally low-quili'.y  'fin-Kish-tyoe  grown  in  the  northern  part  of  the  country.    It  is 
used  almost  exclusively  by  domestic  manufacturers. 


Palestine's  production  of  tobacco,  though  limited,  supplies  most  of  the 
country's  domestic  requirements,  but  some  quality  leaf,  chiefly  Turkish  and  United 
States  flue-cured  n-ieded  for  blending  in  cigarettes,  is  Imported.     Wartime  coaditions 
have  increased  the  demands  for  quality  cigarettes,  and  larger  leaf  imports  have  re- 
sulted, according  to  Information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural 


Relations. 
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Imports  of  leaf  are  composed  chiefly  of  oriental  types  from  Turkey,  Greece, 
and  other  nearby  countries  and  united  States  flue-cured.    In  the  first  3  months  of 
1943  a  total  of  403,000  pounds  of  these  types,  were  .ijuported  into  Palestine,  of  which 
80,000  pounds  were  from  the  United  States.    ^Tmports  totaled  312,000  pounds  and 
4^,000  pounds  in  1941  and  1942,  respectively.,  of  which  164,000  pounds  and  157,000 
i'Dunds  were  of  United  States  origin.    Average  annual  imports  during  the  3  years 
19;?8-  1940  amounted  to  only  139,000  pounds,  of  which  54,000' were  frori  the  United 
States^ 

Imports  of  lottiCco  products  are  confined  chiefly  to  cigarettes  and  tombac* 
clgdt'ette  imports  in  the  first  6  months  of  1943  totaled  1^,000  pounds,  and  tombac 
imports  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  102,000  pounds.    The  1942  imports  of  ciga- 
rettes and  tombac  amounted  to  303,000  pounds  and  171,000  pounds/  respectively.  Egypt 
and  the  United  Kingdom  were  the  chief  sources  of  foreign  cigarettes,  and  Iran  was 
the  principal  supplier  of  tombac.    Imports  Of  other  tobacco  products  -  snuff,  cigars, 
and  cut  tobacco  -  were  insignificant. 

Palestine  has  practically  no  export  trade  in  tobacco.    In  October  1942  a 
governmental  decree  prohibited  exports  except  under  special  circumstances.

There  are  14  tobacco  factories  In  Palestine,  of  which  10  manufacture  cigarettes, 
2  cigars,  1  snuff,  and  1  tombac.     It  is  reported  that  demand  for  cigarettes  contain- 
ing United  States  flue-cured  leaf  exceeds  the  supply.    It  is  also  reported  that 
2,321,000  pounds  of  cigarettes  were  manufactured  in  1942,  compared  with  1,99'^,000 
pounds  In  1941,  and  with  axi  average  of  1,429,000  pounds  during  the  3-year  period 
1938-1940.     Increased  purchasing  power  and  the  additional  requirements  of  large  num- 
bers of  Allied  troops  stationed  in  the  country  are  the  chief  factors  resulting  In 
greater  consumption  of  cit^arettes.     Increases  in  the  consumption  of  other  tobacco 
products  are  not  significant.

STRATEGIC  IMPORTANCE  OF  DANUBE  BASIN  AS  SURPLUS  LIVESTOCK  PROOUCIMG  AREA 

The  prospective  Allied  Invasion  of  German-held  territory  In  Europe  and  of  the 
Danube  Basin  countries.  In  particular,  makes  a  review  of  the  Important  livestock  and 
meat  Industries  In  these  countries  of  special  Interest  at  this  time.    The  four  Danutte 
Basin  countries  -  Rumania,  Yugoslavia,  Hungary,  and  Bulgaria  -  are  situated  in  one  of 
the  richest  grain-producing  areas  In  Europe;  .consequently,  the  livestock  industry  has 
flourished  there.    Considerable  amounts  of  live  animals  and  meat  are  exported  from 
this  region  to  the  deficit  countries  of  central  Europe,  mainly  in  the  form  of  live 
animals.    These  countries  for  many  years  have  been  the  chief  competitors  of  ^onerican 
grain  and  hog  farmers  In  European  markets.  ' 

In  1938  there  were  approximately  IE  million  cattle  and  buffaloes,   11  million 
hogs,  and  33  million  sheep  in  these  four  countries,  or,  roughly,   11  percent  of  the 
cattle,   13  percent  of  the  hogs,  and  25  percent  of  the  sheep  produced  in  all  Europe, 
exclusive  of  Russia.    Corn  production  averaged  approximately  500  million  bushels 
annually  for  the  5  years  1933-1937,  or  around  70  percent  of  the  annual  average 
European  output.

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These  four  countries  cover  approximately  294,000  square  miles,  or  aiv  area- 
slightly  smaller  than  the  combined  States  of  Tezas  and  Loulsianai    They  are  bordered 
On  the  north,  from' west  to  east,  by  Austria,  fonuar  OEeciioalovailan  terrUory,  Poland, 
arid  Russia;  on  the  west  by  Italy  and  the  Adriatic;  on  the  east' by  Russia  and  the 
Black  Sea;  and  on  the  South  by  Albania,  Greece,  and  Turkey^    The  Danube  f<lver,  which 
flows  In  a" southeasterly  direction  (from  Pyret  on  the  Austro-Gerraan  frontier  through 
Hungary  and  the  northeastern  part  of  Yugoslavia)  and  forms  the  boundary  line  between 
Rumania  and  Bulgaria  for  200  miles  or  so,  finally  turns  In  a  northerly  direction 
through  Rumania  to  empty  into  the  Black  Sea  at  the  port  of  iSullna^    The  Danube  thus 
flows  through  one  of  the  most  Important  surplus  grain  areas  of  the  world  and  offers 
a  valuable  means  of  transportation. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  war  there  has  been  considerable  shifting 
of  territory  from  one  country  to  another.    These  shifts,  whether  accomplished  by 
annexation  or  occupation,  have  not  been  recognized  by  the  Government,  of,  th.e  united 
States,  and  the  final  definition  of  boundaries  must  await  the  end  of  th.^  war  and 
the  peace  treaties.    This  article  Is  concerned  with  the  area  as  It  was.  prior  to  the 
war.  .   

As  already  stated,  the  Danube  Basin's  traditional  market  for  livestock  products 
is  m  the  deficit  countries  of  central  Europe.  For  several  years  following  Vtorld  V/ar 
I,  while  herds  In  the  Danube  Basin  were  being;  rebuilt  and  while  transportation  ser- 
vices were  disrupted,  the  central  European  countries,  especially  Germany,  turned  to 
the  united  States  for  Increasing  quantities  of  hog  products.  By  ;1927,,  however,  the 
Danube  Basin  countries  again  were  shipping  large  quaiitltles  of  live  hogs  to  central 
Europe.  In  1927  the  number  shipped  from  the  three  countries  of  Hungary,  Yugoslavia 
and  Rumania  reached  807,000  head,  as  against  3*14,000  head  In  1922. 

As  a  result  of  the  growing  policy  of  self-sufficiency  In  Europe  In  ,1932  and, 
1933,  Import  barriers  were  raised,  and  exports  from  the  Danube  Basin  consequently  fell 
off  materially.    As  livestock  and  meat  exports  held  such  an  Important  p.la.ce  in  the 
economy  of  the  Danube  Basin  countries,  the  Governments  of  the  various  countries  took 
measures  to  find  outlets  for  the  livestock  surplus.     Agreements  were  made  with  the 
Individual  deficit  countries  In-  19''>3  and  1934  whereby  those  countries  agreed  to  es- 
tablish Import  quotas  for  livestock  and  meat  from  the  Danube  Basin.  .  In  some  cases 
barter  agreements  were  arranged'  whereby  exports  of  livestock  products,  were  made  in 
exchange  for  Industrial  imports  from  central  Eui>opean  countries. 

Live-hog  exports  from  the  Danube  Basin  countries  amounted  to  587,000. head  in 
1932  but  fell  '60  percent  to  only  345,000  In  1934.    From  1934  to  1938,  .  exports  in- 
creased steadily  and  reached  899,000  head  In  1939.     Exports  of  hog  products,  60 
percent  of  which  consist  of  lani.  and  hog  fat,  amounted  to  an  average  of  67  million 
pounds  for  the  5  years  19"'2-1936.  but  in  1937,   1938,  and  1939,  ware  almost  double 
the  average.    Whereas  Austria  and  Caechoslovakia  were  the  chief  destinatlpns  for 
llve-hog  and  pork  exports,  Germany  was  the  chief  destination  for  lard. 

Yugoslavia  has  been  the  most  important  exporter  of  live  hogs  from  this  area, 
with  Hungary  second  and  Rumania  third,  while  Hungary  has  led  in  the  export  of  pork 
products.    Lard  represented  33  percent  of  the  total  shipments  .of  hog  products  from 
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Muiig.a?;'y  In  the  years  1938-1936,  but  In  the  years  1937-1939  the  percentage  increased*

The  direction  of  exports  was  mainly  to  Germany,  including  Austria,  and 
to  former  Czechoslovaklan  territory  ( Boheraia-Moravla  Protectorate  and  Slovalila).  The 
larger  share,  however,  went  directly  to  Germany,  whereas  normally  Austria  and  CzechO'- 
slovakia  took  much  larger  quantities  than  Germany.'  A  short  corn  crop  in  1942  due 
to  drouglit  resulted  in  heairy  slaughter  of  hogs  that  fan  and  winter.
